Gen. Weaver said: In that mid- 


night discussion between Brutus

share justly and rightfully in their 
election. 
The situation is a strikiug 


verification of the old atlage that "the 
path of duty is the path of safety.'' 
Take this course, aud all opposition 
will practically disappear iu the South- 
ern and Western states, aud we can 
then turn our attention to our parts of 
the field.

vice-president: but North Carolina changed 
her vote to 05 for tho minority, changing the 
result. The vice-president will be selected 
first. 


Gen. Weaver, of Iowa, chairman of the com- 


mittee on resolutions and plaUorm took the 
stand at five minutes past three to read the 
platform and resolutions 
which had boon 


agreed to. he said, 
with 
great unanim- 


ity, but not with entire unanimity, ns minor- 
ity reports would be presented by Mr. Klrby, 
of Texas and Mr. Coxey, of Ohio. 


Two minority reports were submitted to tho 


people's party convention by members of Hie 
committee on resolutions who did not feel 
that the platform adopted by the majority 
was sufficiently explicit in several subjects. 
One drawn by Mr Coxey, of Ohio, demands 
the passage of the non-interest bearing bonds 
and good roads measure. 
A more extensive 


minority report denounces the republican and 
democratic policies of 
tariff, denounces the 


democratic and republican policies to tolerate 
the Invasion of sovereign states by autocratic 
military power: denounces the issuance of In- 
terest-bearing: United States bonds in time 
of peace; derminds a national and safe sound 
currency 
issued by tho 
general govern- 


ment only: ocmands the free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold at the ratio of 
1C to 1: demands a graduated income tax: de- 
mands the establishment by the government 
of postal savings banks: asserts the belief 
that the government should own and operate 
railroads, the telegraph and the telephone: 
favors direct legislation by means of tho ini- 
tiative and referendum, and finally concludes 
with the belief that It Is the supreme duty of 
the convention to adopt a platform of Its own 
and nominate a ticket of its own. 


The report as thus amended was then de- 


clared adopted. The chair announced that 
the committee on resolutions had prepared 
report, but the minority members who wished 
to sign a minority report requested time for 
this purpose. 


There was very little anplause given to any 


of the various declarations of the platrorm. 
The one In favor of Cuban Independence was 
most appreciated, and after it in point of pop- 
ularity, came tho one in favor of "Initiative 
and referendum." 


Mr. J. S. Coxey, of Ohio, as representing the

The danger threatened is equal to tho ' 
disastrous floods of August 187o. 


At four o'clock this afternoon the 


water was over the thirty foot mark 
and rising at the rate of four inches an 
hour. 
It has beeu coming up steadily 


at that rate for tho last twelve hours. 
There is 110 doubt now but that it will 
reach a forty foot stage before starting 
down again. For several miles up the 
Scioto valley the corn fields are being 
submerged. 


A telegram from Pittsburg 
this 


morning states that the river is rising 
ten inches an hour and is expected to 
reach the flood stage of 25 feet this 
afternoon. At every point below Pitts- 
burg the river is rising at an alarming 
rate. 


News from the vicinity of Wheeling 


is simply appalling. No definite esti-' 
mate of the damage can be made, but 
it will reach into the millions. Over 
a thousand miles of railroad track have 
been rendered useless in the state of 
West Virginia. 
The damage done can- 


not be repaired for weeks and in the 
meantime traffic has almost been sus 
pended over a half dozen roads. 
The 


coal mines are flooded, and 
from 


meager reports, several miners have 
been drowned and killed while at work 
in the mines. 
Graftou is under water 


and houses are being washed away by 
the score. 


Prom Parkersburg comes the report 


of fully as much disaster. 
The Little 


Kanawha is pouring out as seldom 
known before, and last night the water 
was rising at the rate of two feet an 
hour. 
Traffic on the Ohio River rail-

Port, it seems, can be made, fi 
often is mode, of cider, the color being 
imparted by logwood or red-beet juice 
end the flavor by the addition in verj 
nice proportions of tJie root of 
the 


rhatany. This, it is said, is an imitn 
tion so excellent that the flavor woulc 
deceive a good judge of port. It 
is 


quite certain that all the cider mada 
In Normandy does not, by a very large 
proportion, go on the market as cider; 
and that, it is sold in the guise of cheap 
wines, both white and red. Certainly 
than the champagne cider of Nonmand.-? 
there Is nothing more delicate and ef 
fervescent, unless it be the same prod 
•uct of California, when at its best.— 
Chambers' Journal.

Warren of this and she concluded to 
take a trip up the railroad. About three 
and one-half miles from town her 
search was rewarded. 
The body was 


lying near the 'end of and under 
small trestle. 
It was crushed, and he 


evidently had been hit by an N. &* 
train and hurled over the trestle. From 
the appearance a'nd condition of the | 
body it was evident that he had been 
dead some days. 


Mr. Cruse was quite an old man, be- 


ing over 78 years of ago and was quite 
feeble.
